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The  original  design  for  this  broiler  breeder  house  was 
developed  at  Pennsylvania  State  University  by  an  agri- 
cultural  engineer. 

This  house  was  designed  with  a  sloping  wire  floor 
system,  with  manure  stirring  and  drying  an  integral  part 
of  the  operation.  Plastic  flooring  is  necessary  to  prevent 
foot  problems  in  the  cockerels.  Environmental  control  is 
provided  with  thermostatically  switched  pressure  and  ex- 
haust fans.  Two  construction  system  options  are  given,  a 
pole  frame  and  a  post  beam,  with  clear-span  trusses  sup- 
porting the  roof  for  an  unobstructed  interior. 

Environmental  control  is  provided  by  a  combination 
of  tube  distribution,  motorized  louvers,  and  exhaust  fans. 
Circulating  fans  hang  below  the  floor  to  assist  manure 
drying.  Rollout  nests  are  provided  on  each  side,  with  an 
egg  stop  at  the  lower  end  of  each  floor  slope.  The  sloping 
floor  is  designed  for  a  bird  and  equipment  load  of  10 
pounds  per  square  foot.  Service  aisle  floors  are  designed 
for  a  200-pound  concentrated  load  at  midspan.  The  roof 
is  designed  for  a  total  load  of  35  pounds  per  square  foot 
of  projected  area.  Footings  carry  roof,  wall,  and  floor 
loads.
